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Applicant has amended the claims essentially by canceling all of the claims that 
were subject to rejection in the previous Office action, making claim 4 their base claim, 
and changing the dependency of active claims 7 and 12-16 thereby obviating all of 
Pleuddemann, Wang, Uryu, and Kurosawa. 

Of the above references, only Pleuddemann actually provides a synthetic 
approach for preparing the compounds corresponding to component (b) of the instant 
invention (column 5, lines 1-4). The other references only mention the compounds 
adhering to this description by name without providing any indication as to how they 
were obtained. Accordingly, the Examiner's modified search of the prior art focused 
upon finding a specific rationale for replacing the synthetic methodology taught by 
Pleuddemann with that disclosed in the final three lines of claim 4. The art provides 
numerous examples of an approach analogous to Applicant's for preparing organic 
bridged silanes. Nonetheless, these references did not motivate one of ordinary skill to 
replace Pleudemann's method of making this class of compounds with that disclosed in 
claim 4 as they failed to disclose a particular disadvantage in Pleuddemann's method or 
a specific benefit associated with their own method because the preparation of said 
compounds was not the inventive aspect of the invention taught therein. Accordingly, 
claims 4, 7, and 12-16 are allowed. 
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Michalczyk et al., U.S. patent # 5,548,051 is cited as being of interest for its 
disclosure of cyclic oligomer-bridged silanes. This document also teaches the 
preparation of silane condensates derived therefrom but there is no indication that 
compounds adhering to the description of component (a) may be copolymerized with 
the bridged silane.
